The imperial defense committee, 
under Lord Haldane, which now in- 
cludes Lord Chelmsford for the navy. 
Stephen Walsh for the army, and C. B. 
Thomson for the air force, is also re- 
investigating the long-talked-of pro- 
posals for organization changes to re- 
duce costly overlapping and to pro- 
mote hélpful co-ordination among the 
three defense arms, especially in the 
matter of reducing interdepartmental 
competition fo1 their supplies by plac- 
ing these in the hands of a single joint 
surveyor-general. 


Army Also Affected 


In the matter of the navy it may be 
recalled that a large’ margin of the 
reductions .proposed by the Geddes 
committee has not yet materialized. 
Here, however, the Labor Government 
is met by the objection that to reduce 
the new construction program must 
increase the difficulties in the ship- 
building yards, where unemployment 
long has been most serious, while the 
avoidable expenditure upon the Singa- 
pore dock scheme in the coming 12 
months in any case is inconsiderable 
and to reduce the remuneration of the 
personnel does not accord with 
Labor’s mission to raise the standard 
of living. 

Much the same applies to reductions 
in the army, where also stout vested 
interests have been opposed. Never- 
theless, yesterday, one month’s notice 
was given to 149 temporary civil serv- 
ants in the Admiralty. Seven hun- 
dred officials at the Ministry of Pen- 
sions also received intimation that 
théir services would soon be dispensed 
with. At the same time F. O. Roberts, 
Minister of Pensions, circularized his 
department that pension applicants 
are being given the “benefit of the 
doubt.” He also addressed a reminder 
to disabled war pensioners to the 
effect that the time for their appeals 
against existing awards elapses next 
week.

TO HELP NORTHWEST BANKS

Tentative Plans Call for Government Loan to Syndicate 
of Strong Institutions—New York Bankers Ready

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1—Andrew W. 
Mellon, Secretary of ‘the Treasury, be- 
lieves that while banks in the north- 
west section of the country should 
rely upon self-help to the limit, in the 
present emergency in that district as 
a result in the drop of wheat prices 
some months ago, eastern banks 
should give assistance in relieving the 
situation. : 

Herbert Hoover, Secretary of Com- 
merce, and Henry C. Wallace, Secre-. 
tary of Agriculture, conferred today 
regarding the meeting to be held next 
Monday by government officials with 
bankers, farmers, some: | men and 
merchants of the northwest. 

It is understood that the tentative 
plan is to form a syndicate of strong 
banks in the northwest to which a 
loan from the Government will be 
advanced for use in tiding \over 
weaker institutions during the pres- 
ent strain. The syndicate would vir- 
tually underwrite the loan from the 
Government, thereby taking the re- 
sponsibility of repayment. 

While the Government was said by 
Treasury officials to be standing ready 
to assist the farmers financially 
through a loan, it was pointed out 
that there is a plentiful supply. of 
funds~im the banks which could be 
drawn upon. The money market is 
comparatively easy, and eastern banks 
were said to be in a position to fur- 
nish cons‘derable assistance. This as- 
sistance would be in the nature of 
loans, and therefore would be repaid. 

Virtually every branch of the Gov- 
ernment having to do ~~ farmers 
of the northwest is busy in an effort 
to relieve the eituation. For some 
time, at the insistence of President 
Coolidge, the Commerce and Agrt- 
culture departments, the War Finance 
Corporation, Federal Reserve Board, 
and members of Congress have been 
directing their attention to the 
problem.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1—The estab- 
| lishment of an air route to the Panama 
|Canal through Central America and 
of a permanent aviation base in Porto 
Rico are of the utmost importance in 
view of recent maneuvers showings 
the canal to be open to hostile at- 
tack in time of war, it is pointed out 
by army air service officers who are 
here completing plans for the first 
trans-Central American flight by a 
number of airplanes. The countries 
to be traversed are Mexico, Guatemala, 
Honduras, Nicaragua, Costa Rica and 
Panama.

Fall's act so far is the only one tinged 
with alleged turpitude. but , the 
equivocal ethical conduct of former 
Officials acting for business interests 
under certain conditions appears to he 
such as cast a cloud over any 
chances they might have for coming 
back into public life. 

$50,000 Annual Ketainer 

The legal firm of which Mr. McAdoo 
is a member has been emploved by 
the oil corporation of which Mr. Do- 
heny is president for the last five 
vears at a salary of $50,000 a vear. 
That Mr. McAdoo accepted a retainer 
to appear before the Government in 
regar’d to the Mexican interests of 
the oil people at a time when the 
Democratic Administration of which 
he had been a part was still in power, 
is probably the most damaging ele- 
ment against his candidacy for the 
presidential nomination, especially in 
view of the facsthat he was the son- 
in-law of the then President of the 
United States.

the Necessaries of Life by including | 
gasoline and allied petroleum deriva- 
tives. It follows: 

Whereas, The evils sought to be 
remedied by this act are such as to 
require that the power to investigate 
provided for should be granted forth- 
with, therefore tt is declared to be an 
emergency law necessary for the im- 
mediate preservation of the public 
convenience. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority 
of the same, as follows: 

Section 1. Section 2 of Chapter 
325 of the Gemeral Acts of 1921, as 
extended hy Chapter 343 of the Gen- 
eral Acts of 1922, and by Chapter 
820 of the General Acts of 1923, is 
hereby amended by inserting at the 
end of the first sentence the follow- 
ing: “Gasoline and allied petroleum 
derivatives used or usable as substi- 
tutes therefore shall be deemed com- 
modities which are necessaries of life, 
within the meaning of this act”"—so 
that said section shall read as fol- 
ows: 

“Section 2. It shall be th® duty of 
the Commission on the Necessaries of 
Life to study and investigate the cir- 
sumstances affecting the prices of fuel 
and other commodities which are 
necessaries of life. Gasoline and 
allied petroleum derivatives used or 
usable as substitute thereof, shall be 
deemed commodities which are neces- 
saries of life within the meaning of 
this act. The commission may in- 
quire into all matters relating to pro- 
duction, transportation, distribution. 
and sale of the said commodities, and 
into all facts and circumstances re- 
lating to the cost of production, 
wholesale and retail prices, and the 
method pursued in the conduct of the 
business of any persons,. firms, or cor- 
porations engaged in the production, 
transportation, or sale of said com- 
modities, or of any business which 
relates to or affects the same. _ It 
shall also be the duty of the said 
commission to study and investigate 
the circumstances affecting the 
charges for rent of property used for 
living quarters, and in such investi- 
_ gation the commission may ‘inquire 

into all matters relating to charges 
for rent. The said commission shall 
be furnished with suitable quarters 
in the State House.

The commission has had thrust 
upon it a multitude of disagreeable 
duties, and necessarily must refuse 
many requests each day. It never 
will be popular. If it should, it would 
be conclusive that it was failing to 
function properly.

In 1922 printing and paper cost the 
State $800,000. This enormous amount 
was purchased witfiout adequate su- 
pervision.

For example, in No- 
vember, 1923, 12,000 surplus volumes 
of. the reports of the Constitutional 
Convention, costing $15,000, for which 
there was no possible use, were sold 
as scrap paper for $637. Another an- 
nual publication of 1300 pages, which 
eost $12,000 in 1922, was entirely dis- 
continued. All printing is now closely 
, supervised.

Purchasing 
The chief duties of the purchasing 


proved for 8000 departmental em- 
ployees; and $300, 000 1 for 3256 insti- 
tutional employees — hospital. at- 
tendants, nurses, etc., who also re- 
celve full maintenance. ese 
figures represent the gross increase 
which has beer offset greatly by 
resignations and retirements and re- 
placements at entrance rates, aboli- 
tion of'positions, etc. 

An analysis of the entire pay roll 


of the State will show that the major=- 


part of the Increase therein has been 
caused by statutes providing for 
more extenbive highwa~ work, added 
cost of judiciary, enlargement of the 
staté Police Patrol, and the establish- 
ment of new institutions and admin- 
‘istrative units. No such increases 
are anticipated during the coming 


year. 
Comptroller 

Atiditing and accounting have been 
entirely separated during the year. In 
the past, the books were kept and 
audited by the same department. 

The old practice of each institution 
paying its own bills is being discon- 
tinued rapidly, and, in the future, all 
bills, except pay rolls and spot pay- 
ments, will be paid by the state treas- 
urer; 33 institutions have now been 
changed over to that basis. 

In 15 institutions the old and ob- 
solete system of accounting has been 
changed into a new, modern system 
in complete double-entry form. : 

Store-house accounting in these in- 
stitutions has been changed to the 
modern practice of a dollar and cents 
basis. Materials mean money, and 
should be controlled the same as cash 
in the safe or in the bank. 

A system of monthly reports is be- 
ing installed in the institutions—these 
wiN reflect actual financial conditions. 

The Comptroller’s bureau has.-pro- 
duced a large amount of data which 
points the way to economies. 


Travel Requests 


One of the unpleasant duties of 
this commission is to pass on travel 
requests. People like to travel, ,par- 
ticularly at the expense of the State. 
One of the first travel requests to 

presented was as follows: The 
1922 Legislatures appropriated $2000 
to erect a soldiers’ memorial in Cuba. 
The committee appointed to carry out 
the project requested permission to 
spend $1100 of the $2000 appropriated 
for a trip to Cuba, to select a suitable 
site. The request was refused. It is 
the policy of this commission to 
recommend travel whenever the ad- 
vantages appear sufficient to offset 
the expense and the loss of time. That 
this is not a severe restriction is indi- 
cated by the fact that officials and 
employees traveled in 1923 to con- 
ventions and meetings outside of the 
State, a total of 101,000 miles. 

It is the purpose of the commis- 
sion to create public interest in the 
economical administration of govern- 
ment, and to encourage state officials 
and employees to view, as worth 
while, every saving, whether large or 
small. 

The commission acts as a staff 
agency to the Governor and council, 
and to legislative committees and the 
General Court. Reports are made 
not only upon facts and conditions, 
but upon matters of administrative 
policy and procedure. 

In addition, conferences have been 
held daily with department officials 
and employees, committees of organi- 
gations of varied character, and citi- 
gens interested in public questions. 

This open door policy will continue.

Mr. Gregory’s Status 


The committee sought to extract 
from the witness whether he had lent 
money to any other official than Mr.

BY STATE OFFICIAL 


Mr. Williams Feels He Should 
Not Be Obliged to Ride in One 
on Inspection Tours 


In commenting on a ruling made by 
the Commission on Administration and 
Finance that a rate of six cents a mile 
is enough for state employees for au- 
tomobile hire, a rate fixed by the cost 
of operating a Ford car, William F. 
Williams, Commissioner of Public 


Works, told the Joint Committee on 
Ways and Means today that he de- 
clines to travel in the machine which 
has made Mr. Ford famous. 

The commissioner pointed out that 
he complies with the rulings of the 
administration department by using 
train service as much as possible and 
that he takes to the automobile only 
after reaching the nearest point to his 
destination by train. 

“I do my inspection work on Sat- 
urdays and Sundays,” said the com- 
missioner. “At that time I usually 
look over a couple of hundred miles 
of roddway: After riding to the dis- 
trict on a train, I feel I ought not to 
be asked to complete my work in a 
small car.” 

The commissioner was talking on a 
reduction which the administration 
commission had made in his travel ex- 
pense appropriation. He had asked 
for $2000 and was alloted $1500. 

The commissioner objected to the 
elimination of the sum of $6000 by 
the administration commission for 
compensation of his assistants. - Be- 
fore being appointed head of the 
department two years ago, he was 
bridge engineer of the department. 
Since that time, he said, he has done 
the work of bridge engineer and chief 
engineer.” 

*T saved the State $12,000 last year 
by doing this work, even if I didn't 
publish this fact,” he said. “I worked 
Saturdays, Sundays, and other times 
on the engineering end, and J] told the 
administration commission I did not 
wish to continue it.” 

The commissioner said there is a 
pressing need for the employment of 
a bridge engineer,.in view of the 
increased wear and tear on bridges 
due to the increased motor truck 
traffic. 

Speaking of a reduction to $50,000 
from the $63,300 asked for for salaries 
of employees of the division of high- 
ways, Mr. Williams said the workers 
are underpaid. A total of 30 clerks, 
he said, get from $780 to $1800 a year. 
>» Mr. Williams asked for an appro- 
priation to employ 20 additional in- 
spectors in the division of motor ve- 
hicles. He pointed out that the sta- 
tutes require that the regulation of 
the motor vehicle traffic be in the 
hands of the division of registration of 
motor vehicles. Personally he thought 
that such duties should be placed in

DEEPER HARBOR 
CHANNEL SOUGHT 


Bills providing for an immediate 
appropriation of the sum of $400,000, 
to be expended for the improvement of 
Boston Harbor, and a continuing ap- 
propriation of $1,145,000, have been 
filed in the United States Senate by 
Senator Lodge and in the House by 
Representative George Holden Tink- 
ham, according to advices reaching 
Frank S. Davis, manager of the Mari- 
time Association of the Boston Cham- 
ber of Commerce today. The bills 
provide that the Secretary of War 
may enter into a contract for such 
materials and work as will be neces- 
sary to complete the said fmprove- 
ments.

dish. One way to accomplish this re- 
pult.is by introducing entirely different 
seasonings, dressings, and garnishes 
for the meat in the made-over dish; 
also by making a radical change in 
the character of the vegetables and the 
salad served. 

Most families are quite willing tc 
greet the return of the roast once, 
when it is attractively arranged on 
‘a larger platter with the wafer-like 
slices overlapping one another and a 

fresh garnish suggesting a new and 
delicate flavor. Watercress, parsley 
and celery are the most common of 
euch garnishes, while olives, radishes, 
and shredded peppers are equally 
effective. The simplest method of 
warming up meat is that of heating to 
the boiling point, not the.meat, but the 
‘Jeft-over gravy and pouring it over the 
meat just before serving, for it must 
be borne in mind when preparing 
made-over meat dishes that the meat 
has already been subjected to long 
cooking and that if allowed to stand 
over the fire in the gravy it will be- 
come tough. Variety in this simple 
method may be obtained by recourse 
to any number of meat sauces to be 
used in place of gravy. Try the fol- 
lowing for lamb or veal: 

~Tomato Sauce 

To 1 quart of canned tomatoes add _ 
41 slice of onion and 6 cloves; cook 
for 30 minutes. In a separate utensil 
melt 2 tablespoonfuls of butter and 
add 2 tablespoonfuls of fiour, stirring 
constantly until smooth and brown. 
Then add the tomato mixture and cook 
3 minutes. Season with salt and 
pepper. Strain and pour over the 
slices of meat just before serving.

There is a growing uneasiness 
among national Masonic leaders on 
this subject. Side orders, as those or- 
ganizations are called which are not 
strictly Masonic but make some Ma- 
sonic connection prerequisite to mem- 
bership, are growing in number, size, 
and influence. In one sense, they are 
not Masonic at all, because they are 
not controlled by grand lodges, or 
other regular Masonic authorities; but 
in another sense they are Masonic, at 
least in the public eye, because they 
are either composed of Masons or 
sometimes have the privilege of meet- 
ing in Masonic temples. Difficulties 
arise when one of these organizations 
does something forbidden by the laws 
of Freemasonry, or so conducts itself 


as to asperse the dignity of the craft. | 
What is to be done in such a case?). 


Does a grand master have power to 
act? From what source does he de- 
rive his authority over an organization 
not inside the jurisdiction of a grand 
lodge? 

Usually a grand master takes the 
position that he can control the 
activities of Masons in organizations 
apart from the craft proper on the 
ground of un-Masonic conduct. Act- 


ing on this belief one grand mas- 


ter recently issued an edict to pre- 
vent the holding of a circus by one 
side order, alleging that such a thing 
is contrary to the standards and 
customs of Freemasonry, and that 


any side order that in any way has | 


in keeping the reputation of Free- 
masonry must be as careful to uphold 
the dignity and reputation of. that 
name as a lodge would be. On the 
other hand, and to the contrary, other 
grand masters hold that a grand mas- 


ter has no jurisdiction over an organ- | 
ization not properly a part of the craft, | 
therefore they refuse to take cogni- | 


zance of side orders at all.

There is a growing tendency among 


the more thoughtful leaders of the | 
whole idea of side | 


craft to call the 
orders into question. These men 
argue that the multiplication of 
Masonic bodies disperses the power 
of Freemasonry and distracts many 
Masons from their strictly Masonic 
duties; that such organizations are 
“neither fish nor fowl,”’ and therefore 
impossible to control; that Freema- 
sonry is not in itself an organization 
for purposes of sociability, and that 
a side order devoted to such pur-: 


| poses will necessarily run counter to, 


| Masonic landmarks and rules. If the 
| name “Freemasonry” is intrusted into 
, the keeyting of a side order, where, 
they ask, will the line be drawn? 
Why not permit business concerns, 
such as insurance companies, the use 
of the name? 

But there are many others, with 
heads equally wise, who uphold the 
system of side orders on the ground 
that Freemasonry is so rigidly organ- 
ized, and functions in channels so 
narrowly articulated, tnat it offers tou 
little opportunity for the purposes of 
sociability, especially in the smaller 
towns where a lodge is often the only 
social cehter available to a man. These 
men believe that in the course of time 
a Way will be found to bring side or- 
(ders into harmonious working with 
ithe grand lodges and other grand 
| bodies that govern the craft, and that 
any practices among side orders that 
are questionable from a Masonic point 
‘of view, may be controlled through 
_the understanding that a Mason can 
'be handled for un-Masonic conduct 
| wherever: he may be, and under what- 
|ever wgis he may be acting. 
| This may be left as stated, because 
_the present writer does not pose as 
judge in the matter; but this much 
|can be said—the basic idea involved 
| is one easy to understand. In the last 
/analysis a grand lodge has in keeping 
, the reputation and dignity of the name 
|of Freemasonry; it has a perfect right 
'to deny any other organization any 
| use of that name if it sees fit so to 
do; and it can exercise its authority 
over any Mason anywhere who is 
guilty of conduct unbefitting a mem- 
ber of the order, which now as always 
‘is extremely jealous (and should be) 
_of its own high reputation. The same 
fundamental may be stated in other 
words: Greeid Lodge has full right to 
define what it is to be a Mason; if it 
chooses to say that no man can be a 
Mason and at the same time be a 
member of such-and-such organization 
'there is no stopping it. Grand lodges 
are more and more beginning to act 
on this understanding, therefore it is 
within due bounds to guess that in the

As a solution to the traffic and 
transportation problems of 
Fred S. Elwell, a Boston citizen en- 


gaged in the insurance business. pro- 
posed before the department of Public 
Utilities at a hearing in the State 
House yesterday that a large under- 
ground railroad station be built under 
Boston Common and Boston Public 
Garden in the event of the electrifi- 
cation of the New England railroads 
within the metropolitan district. Mr. 
Elwell said his plan for a central sub- 
surface railroad station is being con-

sidered by the Metropolitan Pianning 
Board. 


Such a station could be built with- 
out disturbing the trees and the shrub- 
bery on the Common; Mr. Elwell said. 
The trains would come into the station 
by subways from Atlantic on the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad; from Allston on the Boston 
& Albany; from Winchester on the 
southern division of the Boston & 
Maine; from Maiden on the western 
division of the B. & M., and from 
Revere on the eastern division, there- 
by going under all of the rivers and 
saving a great deal -f time. The

proved to be over firm and level 
ground, free from sand. This solves 
the one point on which doubt had 
existed. 

At Tessalit, though still in the 
Sahara, the jurisdiction of French 
West Africa (Timbuctu sector) and 
region of annual rains is entered. 
From here to the Niger, but east of 
Timbuetu, the cars followed a known 
route again, where water was obtaina- 
ble once more, to Tosaye, where they 
were safely ferried across the great 
river. Continuing their journey due 
south, but now along a road available 
for motor traffic, the journey was 
brought to a safe and successful con- 
clusion at Wagadugu in the thickly 
populated tropical region of the 
‘Niger bend,” the center of so many 
Negro kingdoms of the past. 

One of the immediate results fol- 
lowing the expedition’s arrival here 
has béeen the decision to embark on a 
big program of motor road extension 
in this province (Upper Vo!ta) at once, 
to link up Wagadugu with all other 
rail and road routes of the French 
West Africa. 

Wagadugu lies to the north of the 
northern territories of the Gold Coast. 
As a result the two British railways 
from the Atlantic, which now meet at 
Kumasi, the capita] of Ashanti, are 
expected to be exténded northward as

Though Parliamentary sanction has 
yet to be obtained by the French Gov-

From Oran to 
Wagadugu is, —approximately, 2000 
miles, but the construction, it is con- 
templated, will start simultaneously 
from both ends. A further fact of 
importance is that, over half of the 
distance, a considerable local traffic 
is potentially available and only 
awaits the advent of a railway to 
expand very considerably.

LONDON, Jan. 18—The English 
National Union of Teachers, the larg- 
est professional body in the world and 
the leading teachers’ organization in 
England and Wales, has just selected 
Capt. F. W. Goldstone as its new gen- 
eral secretary to succeed Sir James 
Yoxall, who retires next Easter. It 
is $80 years since the union was last 
faced with the task of selecting a gen- 
eral secretary, dnd the position is so 
vital to the interests of English 
teachers that great care has been ex- 
ercised in the choice. 

Captain Goldstone is well fitted for 
the post.in every respect. He has had 
wide experience both of general public 
work and of the particular work 
needed for a teachers’ organization. 
He has been a Labor member of Par- 
liament, assistant secretary of the 
union of which he has now been a 
pointed general secretary, a schoo)l- 
master, and an army captain. 

Captain Goldstone has passed through 
the usual stages in the life of a 
teacher in a public elementary school. 
He was a pupil teacher, was trained 
for two years at a normal college, 
and was an assistant master for 18 
years. He was president of the Class 
Teachers’ Federation in 1902, and a 
member of the executive of the Na- 
tional Union of Teachers. In 1910 
he was elected member of Pariia- 
ment for Sunderland, which seat he 
retained until 1918, For a time he was 
chief whip to ‘the Labor Party. 

While a member of Parliament, Cap- 
tain Goldstone took part in several 
innovations. He was a member of 
the Speakers’ conference which recom- 
mended the extension of the fran- 
chise to women in 1918. He helped to 
institute War Savings Certificates, and 
+he helped to draft the educational 
policy of the Labor Party. 

He is well known in the teaching 
world, and his persona) probity and 
ability, equally with his public record, 
render his selection a popular one 
with the rank and file of the members 
of his organization.

The Northern Heavens for February Evenings 


By EDWARD SKINNER KING 


SUMMARY of the work. at the | 
A weve Wilson Observatory has | 

just been published, in which the 
director, Prof. Walter S. Adams, 
sketches the activities of the last year. 
The co-ordination and study of results 
in various lines of stellar research. 
depending on the accumulated material 
of years of observation, are coming 
into fruition of highest importance. 
Of these results, relating to solar phe- 
nomena, stellar motions, radial veloc- 
ities, absolyte brightness of the stars, 
and other data, only .a few salient fea- 
tures can be given here. 

Established primarily for the study 
of the sun, the observatory has devoted 
extensive work to sunspots and other 
solar problems. Sunspots are now 
passing minimum in their periodic 
cycle of 11 years. The new crop of 
spots, arising in high solar latitudes. 
has been eagerly watched to see if 
these solar magnets would change 
their polarity from that of the waning 
cycle. The fact of such reversal of 
polarity is now fully confirmed. For 
solar work, mirrors, made of glass and 
silvered on the front surface, are em- 
ployed to reflect the light into sta- 
tionary telescopes. These mirrors may 
hecome distorted under the sun's heat 
and so change the focus of the instru- 
ment. Such distortion was one of the 


difficulties encountered by the EngHsh 
in their observations at the solar 
eclipse of 1919. -Experiments con- 
ducted at Mount Wilson show that 
pyrex glass or speculum mirrors are 
much less affected by heat ‘and are 
far better than crown glass for the 
purpose. The notable work of Dr. St. 
John in proving the predicted Ein- 
stein shift in the solar spectrum has 
already been described in this column. 

From spectroscopic observations of 
the planet Venus, a rotation period of 
20 days or: longer seems probable. 
There has been great diversity as to 
the “day" of Venus; previous obser- 
vers have given its length, ranging 
from 24 hours to 225 days. The Mt. 
Wilson radiometric measures of our 
moon and the planet Mercury give

IR HARRY JOHNSTON has done 
S the world a service by publishing 
“The Story of My Life” (Bobbs- 
Merrill Company, Indianapolis) for it 
is the life of an empire builder—one 
of a brilliant group including such 
as David Livingstone, Grant, Speke, 
Burton, Sir Frederick Lugard, Selous, 
Henry M. Stanley and many another 
of the great race who-would rather 
fight than eat their breakfast; and 
who earn millions for their country, 
but themselves die poor, if not in a 
debtor’s prison. To review this one 
volume of Sir Harry Johnston in the 
space offered me today is impossible 
—as well explain to a Chinaman the 
plays of Shakespeare in half an hour. 
We have to do here with one who 
made Africa the work of his life, 
East Africa, West .Africa, Central 
Africa, Egypt, Morocco, Tunis, the 
Sudan, to say nothing of Cape Town, 
Pretoria and Delagoa Bay. Other ex- 
plorers, notably Stanley and Lugard, 
have left great names associated with 
particular districts in regard to which 
they were authoritative, but it is to 
Sir Harry that the agnomen Africanus 
may be applied in its broadest signifi- 
cance today. 

It is not my purpose to quote from 
these rich pages; much less to find 
fault—the easiest of all tasks and the 
favorite refuge of orthodox book re- 
viewers. No, my purpose is to make 
you buy this book in order to enrich 
its author and your bookshelf. 

Sir Harry Johnston is under 70; 
but the strain of the jungle has been 
severe and he has lived much. Like 
most men of mark in the British Em- 
pire building trade he worked hard in 
his youth; overcame patiently the 
inevitable ignorance, indolence and 
prejudice that belongs to all bureau- 
bred officials, and finally, through 
happy opportunity and still more 
happy qualities of his own, added to 
the British crown a Central: African 
Empire that was on the verge of being 
pre-empted by France and Portugal, 
but especially by Germany. 


The Division of Africa 


Sir Harry Johnston became con- 
vinced, as early as 1880, that Europe 
was preparing for an African 
scramble, much as in later years we 
of the Christian world thought of 
dividing China into spheres of influ- 
ence. England, more than any other 
country, had explored the interior of 
the dark continent; had planted mis- 
sionary stations, had opened trade 
routes and borne the brunt of pioneer 
It was therefore only right that 


such territories in peace. 

And, incidentally, let us gratefully 
note that wherever, in Africa, the 
British flag has been raised, there the 
natives have gathered from the sur- 
rounding savagery in order to profit 
by the equal justice and good labor 
conditions characteristic of John Bull 
rule at the ends of the earth.

though his chief glory is that of an 
explorer, he has made a name for him- 
self as a philologist, not merely know- 
ing the principal tongues of Europe, 
but having done more than any other 
to classify and treat scientifically the 
many vernaculars of Africa—notably 
those of the great Bantu family.

Florence, Italy

HILE Italian cities are rich in 
V4 museums of general or spe- 
cialized works of art and histor- 
ical interest, one department of the 
national life and history had formerly 
no especially organized collection. It 
is to supply this lack that the Min- 
ister of the Navy has commenced 
| bringing together all the objects of 
historic and artistic interest to be 
found in the various establishments 

under his jurisdiction. 

A separate and technical museum, 
gathering together large numbers of 
models, and other like material, for 
study, from the various offices and 
departments, is also to be founded at 
Spezia, one of Italy’s greatest naval 
centers and training stations. The 
historical museum, however, is to have 
its home at the Venetian arsenal. This 
was built originally in 1104, and sub- 
sequently enlarged on several occa- 


sions to such an extent that in its 


greatest days 16,000 workmen are said 
to have been employed there, and was 
for centuries the true port and build- 
ing yard of the Venetian Republic. 

The portions of the arsenal in which 
the new museum is being housed were 
destined for museum purposes even 
during the time of the Austrian domi- 
nation, and, when armor and like 
objects had been carried there from 
the “Sale dell "Armar” in the Ducal 
Palace, a visit was paid by the Em- 
peror Francis Joseph in 1864, on which 
occasion he carried off to his private 
collection at Vienna a magnificent 
suit of armor of the Doge Sebastiano 
Ziano, which, when Italy recently 
sought to have this restored with 
other confiscated treasures, could not 
be found or traced. 

The museum contains, among many 
other things, a series of the portraits 
of the Venetian “Captains of the Sea” 
and great naval leaders, together with 
the decorations of old galleys, a gala

But at the residence of 
Rhodes I found no one, nor during 
my six months in his country could I 
find out even where he was! Sir Harry 
has lifted the veil. Not altogether, 
but higher than wont in the case of 
so polished a treaty maker. At page 
280 the reader will be delighted by 
Sir Harry’s description of his first 
meeting with Rhodes, how they talked 
all night and well into the next day. 
How the great Diamond King was full 
of animation, energy. ready with a 
plan and a check. That was in 1889. 
It was in that year that he etalked 
majestically into the drawing room of 
Lady Ripon, where a dozen or more 
notables had been waiting. and where 
myself was the least important and 
the only non-English.

It is about 2000 feet 
wide, and boring at the center has re- 
vealed a depth of solid bitumen of 
185 feet. It is estimated that the 
deposit contains 9,000,000 tons of bitu- 
men, and as new material, due to the 
evolution of gas, continues to well up

Berlin in this protracted “spell of 
old-fashioned winter” would be estab- 
lishing itself as a winter resort to be 
reckoned with, were it not for the 
background of hardship on the part 
of nearly all classes of the popula- 
tion. Could anyone ask for more op- 
portunities for recreation? ~ The 
ground is deeply—but not too deeply 
—covered with. clean snow, so that 
while tram and vehicular traffic is not 
interrupted, there is sleighing, bob- 
sledding, skiing and lugeing. Skies 
are clear with bright sunshine nearly 
every day and moonlight on many 
nights. There are’ any number of 
private skating rinks and good-sized 
lakes in public parks right in the city 
upon which to do either fancy skating 
or play games. The Tiergarten is 
one of the most natural parks in the 
world, so that in four minutes walk 
from Unter den Linden, one could 
imagine himself far away from. the 
city in the depths of some snow-clad 
primeval forest. All who can are 
taking advantage of these opportuni- 
ties. Women and children are seen 
at all hours or the ice or in the snow 
and men come in considerable num- 
bers during the noon hour or after 
business in the evening. And yet there 
are more outside the fence looking in 
than there are inside at play. The 
former cannot afford the admission 
of about 10 cents or they have neither 
skates nor sleds. Then on the ice 
and off, there is the usual munching 
of bread which means that he or she 
is having one of the few scanty meals 
of the day—perhaps the only one. But 
the sun is bright. The air-is snappy. 
And the mark'is holding steady. The 
worst of the winter is past, and there 
is hope!

OUTHERN travelers this winter will 
find that one of the smallest of the 
important railroads of the United 

States has published the most compact, 
yet at the same time the most informa- 
tive time-table which has ever been 
placed in the hands of the traveling 
public.

The Lenroot Resolutions 


To the Editor of the Christian Science 


Monitor: 
War is insanity—collective insanity. 


Most people are tired of it. The rest 
are afraid of it. The response to the 
Bok Peace Plan makes this daylight 
clear. Millions of votes, in a ratio of 
eight to one, advocate immediate mem- 
bership in’ the World Court for the 
United States of America—immediate 
membership based upon the Harding- 
Hughes reservations of February, 1923. 
They date from almost a year ago, 

About a month ago—Dec. 10, 1923— 
a new resolution, with new reserva- 
tions, was entered in the United States 
Senate. It was conceived in the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, and bears 
the name of one of its members, Sena- 
tor Lenroot of Wisconsin. The reserva- 
tions which Mr. Lenroot appends to his 
resolution, seeming to favor United 
States entrance into the World Court, 
in reality transform it into a wholly im- 
possible Bo nullifying all present 
prospects of United States joining the 
court. Although the American Bar As- 
sociation has gone on record againat 
the Lenroot reservations, it is safe to 
say that onty a small minority of the 
voters have ever even heard of them. 
Still fewer understand their malevolent 
significance. 

The World Court, as at present es- 
tablished, consists of 11 judges, elected 
by representatives of 54 countries of the 
world. To secure election, a judge must 
have a majority of votes in both the 
Assembly and the Council of the League 
of Nations. This plan is in accord with 
the Harding-Hughes reservations, also 
with the Bok Peace Plan and was orig- 
inated hy the Hon. Elihu Root. 

In opposition to this established plan, 
Mr. Lenroot proposes that the —s of 
the .

Is it likely that these nations or their 
friends are going to vote for a change, 
an amendment to the present statute 
which deprives them of their rights of 
representation in the election of World 
Court judges? 

It is neither likely nor possible. Nor 
da the proponents of the Lenroot reso 
lution believe it to be possible. "The 
proposal is a mask, a creation to conceal 
the true purpose of its sponsors, which 
is to prevent the United States from 
engaging in any form of international 
co-operation. 

“Rarely has a generation had such an 
opportunity as has this one to lay a 
landmark on the road from war to law 
by joining the World Court of Interna- 
tional Justice.” So says Prof. Manley O. 
Hudson. Secretary Charles E. Hughes 
says: “The World Court ia an inde- 
pendent judicial body of the highest 
character and deserves our confidence. 


There will be no World Court if this| 


court cannot be made one, and whether 
or not it is to be in the fullest sense 
a World Court depends upon our own 
action.” 

Citizens who are tired of war and 
citizens who are afraid of war, look well 
into the Lenroot resolution, this latest 
creation of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tiona Committee, and be not deceived!

REPUBLICAN members of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the American House of Representatives appear 
to have stolen a march on their 
Democratic contemporaries by 
agreeing to recommend legisla- 
tion affording immediate relief 
from federal tax burdens. This 
is to be accomplished, accord- 
ing to the plan adopted, by mak- 
ing the amended revenue law 
retroactive. In other words, it is proposed, in lieu of 
seeking a compromise with the objecting Democratic and 
so-called progressive members of the committee, to rec- 
ommend to Congress a provision making the new sched- 
ules applicable to taxes on incomes earned during the 
year 1923 and payable in 1924. Democratic members gf 
~ the committee, quick to realize their weakened position, 
attempted to counter by proposing to make their minority 
plan retroactive as well. Their action indicates the readi- 
ness with which the idea of immediate relief is accepted.

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The original Mellon plan proposed that the rate should. 


remain as it now is on last year’s earnings and incomes, 
the new schedules applying to payments to be made 
next -year. 


But it is estimated that the present surplus in the) 


national Treasury will more than offset the totals which 
would: represent the reduction under the Mellon sched- 
ules. So the question quite naturally arises why, with 
more money available than is needed, should not those 
who pay be granted the relief which is needed and de- 
manded? It might be found a little difficult to show con- 
vincingly why, if means can be applied for a proper 
administration of the. law, the nea rates should not be 
made applicable at once. The probable reduction in reve- 
nues this year, if such a plan 1s adopted, is estimated at 
$225,000,000. This is on a basis of a 25 per cent reduc- 
tion on individual income tax returns which are required 
to be filed on or before March 15. 

Just what the fate of a distinctly partisan measure 
will be it is too early to forecast. It is claimed by the 
Republicans who have seen fit to propose the measure 
agreed upon that they have sought to avoid the necessity 
ot division upon a measure generally regarded as one 
which should be enacted by agreement among the sena- 
tors and representatives without reference to partisan 
affiliations. 

Revenue legislation in the year of the general elec- 
tions is a hazardous and precarious undertaking. ‘The 
leaders of both parties involuntarily seek for their organi- 
zations whatever tactical advantage it is believed possible 
to gain. At the moment the Republicans, by their retalia- 
tory action, seem to have achieved a strategical success. 
The country will unanimously applaud a measure which 
promises immediate relief in preference to one that post- 
pones possibly greater relief for a year. The interesting 
development awaited is the attitude of the so-called pro- 
eressive Republicans toward the measure proposed by the 
regulars. The progressives, with the aid of the Demo- 
crats, probably would be able to defeat the passage of 
the bill agreed upon in committee. Whether they will 
deem it wise to run counter to an overwhelming public 
sentiment, in the desire to impress a realization of their 
_ ability to checkmate any move which they do not originate 
of approve, remains to be seen.

aspect of the question. Engi- 
neers know that the whole lake system is very delicately 
balanced: at some points, a comparatively slight altera- 
tion in the normal distribution of water is liable to pro- 
duce surprising results on the lake, harbor, and river 
levels. One effect of the dredging of the St. Lawrence 
River below Montreal harbor is an example. The natural 
formation of the St. Lawrence directly below ‘Montreal 
is something like a chain of lakes, connected by com- 
paratively shallow links. When the sand bars in the 
shallow connecting links were dredged through, to deepen 
the channel for navigation to Montreal, it had an effect 
something like dredging away the lip of a lake: the levels 
above were lowered. 

Long before the Dominion authorities set out’ to 
dredge.a 35-foot channel up to Montreal, the opinion had 
been expressed that such dredging would tend to lower 
the water levels higher up.. A much less ambitious 
project, to deepen the channel to 17 feet, caused a British 
naval officer in 1844 to submit the following opinion for 
the information of the Governor-General of Canada: 
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It appears to me it would be a dangerous experiment 
to attempt to deepen the channel to 17 feet, for, if 
successful, it would in my opinion lower the water at 
Montreal, for the shoal now acts as a dam for the river 
above in the dry season, and there are shoals in that 
harbor with no more water than in the lake. 


The officer's opinion is quoted in a Dominion Govern- 
ment report on the water levels of the River St. Lawrence 
between Montreal and Lake St. Peter. Several reports 
have been made on this dredging question. The Shipping 
Federation of Canada instituted an investigation in 1913, 
which brought out the fact.that the water levels in Mont- 
real harbor had been lowered. The engineer who made 
the investigation said that a study of the records, from 
1872 to 1913, convinced him that the low water plane had 
subsided. in the last forty vears to an amount between 
two and one-half and three feet. 

The Dominion Government also, in 1913, appointed 
a commission to ascertain the cause of this lowering of 
water levels. The commpissioners found that Montreal 
harbor had suffered a loss in level of 2.70 feet. After

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submitting statistical evidence, the report said: “The 
great bulk of the lowering has been in Montreal harbor 
itself, above St..Mary’s Current, and it may safely be 
stated that it is due to the dredging at the outlet of the 


upper basin.” | 


It is evident that levels have been lowered through 
other causes, as well as the excessive diversion of water 
through the Chicago drainage canal, Much could be done 
through conservation to improve the situation for Chi- 
cago, Montreal, Toronto, and-other ports connected with

The Parlia- 
ment is dissolved—a striking || Democracy 
evidence of the fact that the on- ~ 
coming power of Japanese democracy cannot easily be 
stayed—and the lines are drawn ‘for an immediate elec- 
tion. The issue in that election will be a straight one 
between the Bureaucrats on the one hand, and the Liber- 
als on the other: the former seeking to perpetuate auto- 
cratic government at the expense of the Constitution; 
the latter determined to shake themselves free from the 
political clutches of the Elder Statesmen and establish 
universal suffrage with a government that will be in fact 
democratic. 

In the immediate background of the present political 
crisis in Japan is the Government of Viscount Kiyoura. 
Viscount Kiyoura belongs to a party which has no repre- 
sentation outside the House of Peers, and which, in the 
very nature of the case, stands against the forces of 
liberalism. The new Cabinet came to power on Jan. 5, and 
its short span has been a stormy one. The “Privileged 
Class Cabinet’ it has been called, and from the outset 
it met the most bitter opposition. Even the Seryoukai, 
the nominally Conservative Party of the Diet, withheld 
its co-operation, whereas the Kenseikai, or Opposition 
Party, kept up a constant fight. Leaders of both parties, 
in fact, in a recent interview with Prince Tokugawa, 
frankly informed him that the function of the House 
of Peers was nonpolitical, and advised him to convey to 
the Kiyoura Ministry their demand that it refrain from 
political interference with the Commons. 

But the present political turmoil is only the open mani- 
festation of an unrest that has been growing for a 
number of years. Four years ago the suffrage issue dis- 
turbed the country, as it is disturbing it today. Only 
there is a difference. In 1920, so strongly was autocracy 
intrenched that the pro-suffrage forces were put to rout 
betore they could well organize. The police were called 
upon by the politicians in power to assist to make that 
rout complete. Parliament was dissolved and the issue 
apparently side-tracked. A heavy hand, in those days, fell 
upon the forces of liberalism. 

There is no sidetracking now, however. The issues 
are too plainly before the Japanese people. It is signifi- 
cant of the extent to which this rising tide of popular 
opinion is recognizech that a week ago Viscount Taka- 
hashi, a former Premier, and president of the Seiyoukai, 
announced his determination to resign from the House 
of Peers and become a commoner in order that he might 
have a greater share in directing the fight for constitu- 
tional government and in breaking the grip of*the peers. 

One problem of major importance faces the Liberal 
forces in the coming election. They are split into three 
major parties, and though their purposes are funda- 
mentally the same, they have failed up to now to present 
a united front against the reactionary elements, Popular 
opinion in Japan is unquestionably back of the Liberals. 
If in this crisis they can sink party differences and enter 
the election as the undivided representatives of democ- 
racy against those of reaction, it is altogther probable 
that they will emerge victorious and loosen Japan from 
the grip of an outworn and deeply resented autocracy.

There has been a suspicion, possibly none too 
well founded, that both parties have in the past used the 
conservation issue as a convenient thing to please and 
amuse the public, repeatedly insisting that they are com- 
mitted to the safeguarding of the remaining natural 
assets—coal, timber, water, and waterways—while care- 
lessly permitting the continued misappropriation thereof 
for the benefit of the few. 

From time to time popular sentiment has been suffi- 
ciently aroused to prevent the more outrageous and open 
efforts to defeat reasonable conservation. An instance 
readily recalled is the case of Alaska, where a determined 
drive was made to effect, legislation which many were 
convinced would have made possible the monopolization, 
by favored individuals or corporations, of the vast areas 
of virgin timber in that Territory. But apprehension 
was allayed in the matter of the oil reserve Jeases, now 
being discussed, by the assertion that the Government 
was sustaining irreparable losses through the leakage of 
crude petroleum which could not be stopped. The people 
were led to suppose that they, and not the traffickers in 
the leases, were the gainers by the transaction. 

For years the public domain has,been an asset in the 
capital stock of politicians. Conservation has been a 
favorite word with which to pacify and deceive the 
voters and the people. Itven the so-called Fall policy 
of turning all public lands over to private owners for 
development finds many supporters in the western sec- 
tions of the United States. The belief there is that nat-

ural development has been retarded and hindered by the 
withholding of water-power sources from the use of 
those who would develop and utilize them. Perhaps this 
is true, at least in part. Possibly there has not been that 
flexibility in the laws and regulations which distinguishes 
between conservation through propér use and monopoliza- 
tion on one side and wasteful nonuse on the other. 

Eventually there will come a reconciliation of these 
opposing policies. The development of latent water 
power is a present pressing need, not only in the west, 
but in the east. Whatever may be the future platform 
pledges of the national parties in declaring their conser- 
vation policies, the issue will never be settled until,-under 
reasonable federal and state supervision, the proper use, 
without waste or monopolization, of the vital natural 
resources is provided for.

power to act hostilely against Serbia, even if she should 
wish to. Both countries, the only elements in southeast- 
ern Europe whose interests clash in any way with those 
of Serbia, have been saddled with reparations in money 
and in kind, and neither country could offer any military 
danger to Serbia for at least two generations. 

And yet Serbia, which already possesses weapons 
enough to equip her entire male population capable of 
bearing arms, is buying 150,000 rifles of the latest im- 
proved type. Serbia has a shortage of plows. Her roads 
are in a deplorable condition. Her railroads have been 
hardly restored from the condition in which her ene- 
mies left them when they retreated beyond her’ frontiers. 
Serbia has no modern agricultural machinery and hardly 
any agricultural machinery of any som. She has a large 
population which needs to be equipped with the means 
of production. She lacks serious newspapers and maga- 
zines ; her one university and the universities she acquired 
with the territory ceded to her by the Hapsburgs are 
hard pressed for funds. Her teaching force is inade- 
quate; all her public institutions, with the exception of 
the purely military ones, are primitive. In every phase 
of her national life she urgently needs money, in addition 
to the funds she is receiving from various reparation 
accounts, 

She cannot find money for these purposes of recon- 
struction. But she can find all the money she needs for 
the most modern machinery of war. In addition to the 
150,000 new rifles now being delivered to her, Serbia 
is about to acquire a new artillery equipment of the most 
improved type. Her purchase of weapons, it would seem, 
constitutes her only preparation to meet the requirements 
of the period of reconstruction, the period when millions 
of ardent and devout people believed war would be no 
more. She is buying this new and improved equipment 
of war at a time when millions of hearts hoped that the 
entire machinery_of war would be scrapped. 

And she is buying this fresh installment of engines 
of war from French factories, with money borrowed 
from France. France cannot pay ‘any part of the inter- 
est on her debts. But she has plenty of funds with which 
to arm her allies in the east of Europe. She has plenty 
of money for the upkeep of the tradition and the activi- 
ties of war.

Ir THE hopes of Prof. Robert H. Goddard, head of 
the department of physics at Clark University, that he 
will be successful in sending a message to the moon by 
means of a rocket he has designed, are brought to 
fruition, 1924 will indeed be a “highflyer” in a very 
literal sense. The rocket, it is announced, when leav- 
ing the earth is to travel at a speed of six or seven 
miles a second for the first 100 miles, while it is in the 
sphere of the earth's gravitation, and at a speed of 5000 
miles an hour thereafter. This means that the distance 
would be covered in about two days and nights. Some- 
one ought to think out a plan to prepare the moon for 
the rather rude shock which the arrival of a rocket travel- 
ing at this modest speed would be likely to produce.

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Lonpon, Jan. 10—Perhaps, in my previous articles, | 
have given the impression that | found Americans successful 
mainly in the production of wealth, and all that pertains to 
the mechanism of existence, gaining success in this regard just a 
little, perhaps, at the expense of the finer things of life. But 
I hope I shall not be misunderstood. These are the things that 
stand right out and strike the eye. But I do not forget how 
that great American poet, to my mind the greatest, Walt 
Whitman, saw the beginnings of these same things in his young 
democracy, and turned them to poetry, and gloried in them: 

Interlink’d, food-yielding lands! 
and of céal and iron! land of gold! land of cotton, 
sugar, rice! 
Land of wheat, beef, pork! land of wool and hemp! 
, land of the apple and the grape! ... ~ 


, See, in my poems, cities, solid, vast, inland, with paved 
streets, with iron and stone edifices, ceaseless 
vehicles, and commerce. .. . 

Nor do I forget that this same practical activity takes 
myriad forms tending more and more to call out what is 
humane, afd disinterested, and even intellectual. At Moose- 
heart, Ill., which I visited, it takes the form of 2 generous, sym- 
pathetic, and, I believe, successful upbringing of the young 
from babyhood to manhood and womanhood. At St. Louis 
I remember, not only the fine public parks, but the well- 
equipped open-air theater. In other places libraries, museums, 
art schools, public monuments, the creation of which has pro- 
duced the best school of architecture, and perhaps the best 
school of sculpture in the modern world.

Even more striking is the great educational development 
in the Sfates. ‘There is a far larger proportion of children 
between the ages of fourteen and eighteen who are receiving 
education in America than there is‘in England. There are far 
more young men and women receiving a college education, in 
proportion to the population. The result is the dissemination 


. of a certain standard of knowledge throughout the whole com- 


munity; the minimum is high. If there are fewer who attain 
to a high maximum, there are far more who reach a sound 
average standard. 

That “divine average.” Again it is Whitman: Always, 
everywhere, the spirit of comradeship, friendliness, hospitality, 
and joviality—the equality of members of a society who have 
all been leveled up to-a certain standard; and its corollary, 
the obligations imposed upon those more richly endéwed to 
restrain the flights of their thought, or their fancy, so that it 
may not be at variance with what is average and normal. 

This tendency toward a real mental and moral equality. 
this rather elaborate social habit, which assumes that this 
equality is there, even when it is absent, has advantages and 
disadvantages. No doubt there is any amount of “bluft” in 
America; but very little of what we call “swank” or “side.” 
I got the impression that the average middle-western Amer- 
ican has the ambition to rise in wealth, and in all that wealth 
will give, but. would never think of “giving himself airs” on 5 
the strength of it. 
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He may putexpensive clothes on his wife to prove his 
success; On rare occasions he may even put them on himself; 
but he won't venture to become for that reason more 
“respectable” or more inaccessible. There are innumerable 
gradations of wealth; but few gradations of manners. One 
of the most aristocratic Americans that I ever met was a taxi- 
cab driver in Chicago. He honored me by insisting on my 
sitting on the front seat with him, and revealed to me the 
finer aspects of his city with an urbantty so perfect that I did 
not even feel provincial. : 

The community spirit! It is a very remarkable thing. I 
have never: felt it so powerful and. palpable an influence as 
in America. You can feel something of it in the crowd 


‘which chats over business and social matters in hotel entrance 


halls You can feel it in public meetings, where men and 
women are so readily susceptible to the revivalist appeal, and 
fall at once under the spell of “Lead, Kindly Light,” or the 
“Star-Spafeled Banner.” You can feel it .in the cordial 
hilarity which greets a funny story, or inspires officials, whose 


. business-it is to post road-signs for motorists, to write: “Look 


before you weep,” naively bursting into fun whilst they avert 
disaster.

There is some loss, also—loss in respect of what is private, 
and intimate, and austere in the human thought—loss in respect 
of what the Detroit or Cleveland man may think too. English, 
or what I, writing in London, might think too Oriental. 
Lafcadio “Hearn, who was an American by origin, and an 
Asiatic by adoption, thought us Londoners far too Western, 
go-ahead, modern, and feverish. He describes a “conservative” 
Oriental gentleman who was horrified. by “the ceaseless roar 
of trafic drowning voices” (in London); “by monstrosities 
of architecture without a soul; by the dynamic display of 
wealth forcing’ mind and hand, as mere cheap ‘machinery, to 
the uttermost limits of the possible.” e« With the pride of a 
Londoner, I miay repel the charge as extravagant; and Amer- 
icans may well reply that, if they more strongly still have 
félt the urge of the West, and if this should be charged against 
them as a defect, it is the defect of their virtyes. They may 
ponder a moment the parable of the live-oak growing all aloné 
in Louisiana, and none the less “uttering joyous leaves’; and 
conclude that the world has more in store for those who pursue 
its 4vorkaday activities strenuously, with a feeling of jolly and 
friendly social intercourse. 


a The Newer Journalism 
A Ew journalism—of doubtful merit—has displaced the 


excellent.” papers of a generation or more ago, according to 


Arthur Reed Kimball in Scribner's. “It is a far cry,” he 
writes, “from Charles A. Dana’s New York Sun of more than 
thirty years dgo, a model of the best journalism, even though 
often emphasizing the trivial human-interest story, a paper 
confined ‘to ‘fou pages, but containing in succinct phrase all 
the real. news of the city and of the world, and, above all, 
distinguished by style, to the bulky paper of today, often sloppy 
in style and redundant and exaggerated in rhetoric, with its 
editorial comments buried on some inside page, where they 
have to be searched out if the reader perchance cares to find 
them. This change, applying equally to provincial and metro- 
politan journalism, is due first of all to the discovery of the 
value of display advertising.” 

“Obviously,” Mr. Kimball goes on to say,<“the number 
of pages surrendered to advertising requires interspersing 
among them of a great amount of reading matter to 
draw attention to the advertising. ‘This leads to the introduc- 
tion of all kinds of articles, which may hate nothing to do 
with the_presentation of the day’s news, turning the daily 
newspaper into a cheap magazine, a catch-all for anything. 
and everytaing.”’ | 
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
